Mrs. Minnie Kelley Takes Bichloride Tables ! 
Wich Suidddl Intent 

Brooding over her troubles of which 
tho separation from her husband waH 
the greatest, Mtb Minnie Kelley, 27 
years old. on Saturday swallowed a 
number of Bichloride of Mercury tab- 
lets with suicidal Intent. She was giv 
en prompt medical' assistance and as a 
result It is believed that her life may 
be saved although this deadlly poipon Is 
so insidious In its action that it will be 
impossible to be positive for several 
days. Mrs. Kelley refuses to discuss 
hor.reaaon for taking the tablets. 
_ Since she separated from her hus- 
band about 3 months ago, Mrs. Kelley 
has been Hying With her brother-in-law, 
Emii Zewe. 180 Lincoln avenue. She 
had been taking, In washing and doing 
various kinds of housework to support 
neraelf and her 6 year old daughter. 

On Saturday, Mrs. Kelley was work- 
ing at a Lake Forest homo doing a 
washing. While she wvked she seem- 
ed to grow more despondent Finally 
she called the llule girl of the woman 
for whom she was working and sent 
her French's drug store to get her a 
bottle of Bichloride of Mercury tablets. 
The druggist warned the child that 
they were a deadly poison and caution- 
ed her against taking any of them, but 
probably because she was the daughter 
of a well known Lake Forest woman he 
had httle hesitancy in selling them to 
ner, 

, With this warning ijnging Jn her 
head and with^the word "poison"' 
written plainly on the label of the bot- 
tle the child took the tablets home 
and gave them to Mrs. Kelly, 

Mrs. Kelley grasped the bottle eager- 
iy and proceeded to draw the cork 
•Pouring some of the tablete Into her 
hand she was about to transfer them 
to, her mouth. -Qh. you musn't take 
them^they're poison." the child cried 
as she tried to grab the bottle

The hero of this baseball 
epic waa Walter Johnson, 
the marrelouB pitcher of 
tho Washington club, who 
: has Just beaten all records 

by hurling the ball for 56 consecutive 
Innings with such skill and cunning 
that not a batsman of an opposing 
club has been able to score a run. 
• Speed was tho great factor In the 
achievement— dazzling, sizzling speed! 
The big Idahoan's doUvory Is like the 
flight of a shell. The mightiest hit- 
ters of the American league are as 
helpless as town lot players when 
Johnson turna loose his fastest ball: 
"Ty" Cobb, "Homo Run'* Baker and 
Jackson alike aro babes In his hands. 
Johnson's amazing swiftness In 
pitching Is no mere fancy. It has 
been BclentlOcally measured. In the 
testing room of tho Homlngton Arms 
company at Bridgeport. Conn.. John- 
son showed that his right arm could 
hurl the baseball at the rate of 122 
feet a second! It was acknowledged 
that he could do oven better, because 
In atbiatic parlance ho was not 
warmed up. It Is well'known that a 
hurler gathers speed as a game 
progresses. 

Johnson flung tho sphere through 
an aperture In a frame of wood about 
two feet square, Hunnlng from top 
to bottom were ten very delicate and 
flimy copper wires. These were 
broken by the ball, and by an elec-. 
trlcol device the moment of passage 
was accurately timed. Five yards 
away waa a steel plate and the Im- 
pact of tho ball on this barrier again 
caused tho elqctric clock to register. 
Thus the exact time of the ball's flight 
was mathematically determined. 

The velocity obtained by Johnson 
Is all the more ■ extraordinary when 
It Is known that a bullet from the 
new government .46 automatic pistol 
travels 800 feet per second. 

A high power bunting rifle, .35 call* 
ber, auto-loodlng. travels 2.000 feet 
per second. 

The Twentieth Century limited, the 
fastest long-distance . train In the 
world, makes the 97S.7 miles from 
New York to Chicago In Just 20 hours, 
or an average speed of 4S.0 miles 
every hour. This means a velocity of 
nearly 72 feet a second. 

Suppose "Johnson's speedball kept 
on traveling at 122 feet a second right 
on toward the Windy City at Its own 
hurricane speed. It would eat up the 
5,163,840 feet to Chicago In just 11 
bours and 48 minutes. The ball 



would beat the train to Chicago . by\ 
eight hours and 12 minutes. In other 
words, tho catcher who received the 
ball could go to bod, have a full 
night's rest, get up and Into tilb uni- 
form again, and bo on hand In the 
morning to meet the Twentieth Cen- 
tury oa she rolled Into Chicago. 

Putting it another way— tho train 
leaves New York at 2:45 p. m. dally. 
Time Is set back at Buffalo by just an 
hour, so thot tho onrusbing train 
gains 60 minutes on ber westward 
Journey. Eleven hours and 48 min- 
utes after the start Johnson's bender 
has reached Chicago, or at 1:33 a. m. 
Chicago time, the roaring locomotive 
has Just plunged ^through Cleveland 
without stopping, more than 350- miles 
away, 

Tho striking energy of Johnson's 
mlssllo waa shown to be 160 foot 
pounds. That means that It possessedi 
approximately half the force In Im- 
pact of a bullet flred from a .4G auto- 
matic pistol! 

According to these figures. It takes 
less than half a second for a ball 
thrown by Johnson at his high speed 
to travel from his Angers to catcher's 
glove! 

That is why he bewilders even tho 
quickest witted batsman. Ho Isn't 
able to guess whether it Is a straight 
ball, an In or an but cui^vo, a drop, or 
whether the sphere Is going to Jump 
up Into the air In dellanco of the law 
of gravity. 

"Any time you get a hit off John- 
son," declared Napoleon Lajolo, him- 
self one of the most foWnldable wleld- 
ors of tho bat that the game ever 
knew, "you must not think that you'ro 
smart. Just figure that you'ro lucky 
—lucky that you were ablo to make 
that blind swing at just the right spot. 
There never was. and I doubt If there 
ever will be. a pitcher as great as* 
Johnson. If be turned looso his very 
hardest throw with bis best curve on 
It no catcher could get down In time 
to receive the ball. 

"Every ball he throws has stuff on 
it that can't be solved. Some of the 
hops that bis swiftest ones take are 
bigger curves than a man over threw 
before. I've seen him slam balls up 
to the plate that didn't look larger 
than a plnhead." 

Not surprising. Is it, that Johnson 
Is sucb a terror? 

The quiet; modest young Idaho 
youth— he Is only twenty-live years 
old— alao fooled his opponents into 
giving him another record. Last year 
be struck out 303 men In S86 Innings. 
None of the other wizards could touch' 
that mark. Before he became a big 
leaguer striking out batsmen was 
merely a pastime for him. Out In 
WelsbK when only nineteen, he was 
playing In the Idaho State, league, 
and among the performances credited 
to him was the striking out of the 
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A big, likable fellow Is Johnson, a 
raw'boned product of tho prairie 
farms. ' There Is nothing very speedy 
about him except bis pitching. Other- 
wise he Is slow as law. He moves 
slow, eats slow and even runs bU 
motor car In an "out-of-gasoUno man- 
ner." He saves all his energy for the 
diamond. 

After seeing Johnson shoot the ball 
at the plate you wouldn't wonder the 
iwet was Inspired to song. You 
wouldn't wonder at the dazed bats- 
men.

Santlaflo Stop Firing to Witness 

Most Amusing Scrap. 
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Jackson Monument Guns Are Bronze Smoothbores 

WITHIN the circular fence which 
■' girdles the green mound on whici^ 
the Jackson monument stands In La- 
fa3'ette square are four old field guns 
pointing outward from tho corners of 
the white stone pedestal. They are 
slightly depressed. 

The guns are bronze, muzzle-load- 
ing smoothbores, with a caliber of 
about two Inches. Thoy are crusted 
with the gray.green which 'comes to 
cannon with ago and lends charm to 
antique ordinance. 

The carriages have been freshly 
painted, the wood gray and tho Iron 
parts black. The carriages are well 
preserved. It seems impossible that 
they can be the original carriages of 
these guns. The wheels -have wooden 
hubs as big as beer kegM, with four- 
teen spokes and seven felloes. The 
lynch pin through tho spindle Is of a 
pattern that was superseded several 
years ago by the new artillery hub- 
cap fastening. The elevating screws, 
square wooden axles, square timber 
trails, tho brackets for trail hand- 
spike, tho slings for rammer staffs and 
tho trunnion seats and fastenings 
seem to mark these gun carriages as 
of the Civil war typo of field artil- 
lery. , 

Two of the guns, those at the 
southeast and the northwest corners 



of the pedestal, have the ornamented 
handles that were common In seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century French 
and Spanish shlfes'^ guns and fortress 
•artillery. The gunB*-*jt the southwest 
and northeast angles^xjf the menu. 
ment are without those haU^lles. The 
guns with handles are chase^.on the 
barrel. ^* , 

The writer asked Col. SpeiiW 
Cosby, engineer corps. United States^ 
army, oflicer In charge of public 
buildings and grounds In the District 
of Columbia, about these guns. Col- 
onel Cosby said: 

"Nino years ago the office made 
an effort to ascertain the history of 
the four cannons located at the base 
of the Jackson statue In Lafayette 
square, but was unable to learn any- 
thing definite either from our own 
records or from those of the war de- 
partment"

Whatever books survive will 
have to be kept alive by the process 
of reprinting from time to time, and 
not many modem books stay In vogue 
long enough for that

THAT the failure to destroy house 
flies in a community Is a blot on 
civilized methods of llfo'Is tho opin- 
ion of Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the 
bureau of notomology of tho United 
States department of agriculture, who 
probably has made n more exhaustive 
study of the Insect than any other 
scientist In America. 

Doctor Howard Is watching with 
Interest the campaign against the post 
and believes that the preventive 
methods being urged constitute the 
only feasible means of eradicating this 
source of danger to mankind. 

The conclusion reached by the de- 
partment of agriculture expert Is that 
the fly acts aa a freight train for the 
output of Germvllle. The carrying of 
typhoid germs, ho says. Is the fly's 



chief asset, but. In addition, the In- 
sects manage to distribute a few 
hundred thousand tuberculosis, 
cholera. Infantum and dysentery 
bacilli. As a general thing, every 
fly carries a quarter of a million 
bacilli and spends most* of the sum- 
mer months In scatering free samplea 
wherever he goes. 

A careful collection of garbage in 
cans, watertight floors for stables, ab- 
solute cleanllnesH and careful Inspec- 
tion by board of health employes are 
the fly.preventlon methods suggested 
by Doctor Howard. 

The final solution of the fly nuis- 
ance, he points out, must rest entirely 
on prevention— that la to say, the 
breeding places of flies must be done 
away with. The majority of flies be- 
ing reared In 'stable refuse. It la 
stated, would seem to point the way 
for the successful abatement of the fly 
nuisance. 

Dr. Arthur L. Murray of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia health department, 
who is supervising tho local campaign 
of a large number of stables and sug- 
gest to owners steps that may be 
taken to prevent these places from 
serving as fly hatcheries.

«nP-IE problem of feeding the help In' 
1 large hotels has perplexed mana- 
gers In every city In the world," said 
tho head of one of Washington's 
largest botols the other day.

As this Is tho most 
exclusive house and the cafe prices 
aro almost prohibitive, thia amount is 
riot too much to give any oflJcor a fair- 
ly good meal.

Death of Dr. Isaac C. Weat In Tnxai 
' Recalls Sensational Delaware 
Crime. 



Dover, Del.— A tragedy that created 
tho greatest sensation In tho history 
of Delaware was revived when word 
was received here of the sudden 1 
death'-at Dallas. Tex., of Dr. Isaac C. 
West. On December 2. 1872. he kill- 
ed Henry C. Tumor, alias Couch Tur 
nor, a negro. In Dover, skinned him 
completely, and then set fire to the 
building In which tho crime was com- 
mitted. Hla purpose. It was claimed, 
was to securp $25,000 llfo Insuranco 
by Btibstltutlng tho negro's dlsflgured 
body, and making It appear bo had 
been killed by an explosion of a medi- 
cinal gas that he manufactured: . 

Tho case was tried hero In April, 
1873. West, was acquitted on tha 
ground of Insanity, but BUbsequently 
was convicted of arson, and served a 
term In Dover jail. He left Delaware, 
after completing his sontenco.. and 
had not hen heard from for years un- 
til word reached here of hla death.

The gaur, found in 
Indo-Chlna, Is certainly the finest of all 
tho wild bulla; he overawes all oppon- 
ents by hla courage, audacity and great 

strength. ^ .,«„„ 

He Is a huge beast and sometimes 
measures six feet to the root of the 
tail. He is dlstingulBhed from aU oth- 
er wild cattle by the prominent hump 
between the two horns. The latter are 
massive, flat at the base, and ringed, 
and they describe a very wldo curve 
from the root upward. •

The gaur la found both In' the for-. 
est and on the mountains, for. In spite 
of bis great size, ho .Is extremely ag- 
ile, so that he can run up the moun-

Like the elephant, he feeds on grass 
and plants, and when he cannot get 
these he falls back on bamboo shoots 
and tho buds and branches of trees. 

Tho gaura feed until about nlns 
clock in the morning; then they 
return to the bamboo forests and clear- 
ingB to sleep. Later in tho afternoon 
they come out to graze and drink. 
They are not timid, and soveral snms 
can bo fired among a herd before they 
become alarmed.-Duke of Montpeller.
